MSBA to fund roof repairs,

AGAWAM - The town of Agawam will receive funding 
from the Massachusetts School Building Authority (MSBA) 
to repair the roof at Agawam Junior High School as well 


perform “green” upgrades, relieving much of 
the burden on the taxpayers to bond the near 
$3 million project. 

The MSBA announced Monday it would 
give $1,623,368 for the proposed project. 
The scope of the work will replace the entire 
roof, windows, and doors at the junior high. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said the funding 
is a big deal for the town, which would have 
had to bond out the entire amount had the 
MSBA not approved the proj- 
ect. The portion Agawam must 
pay for the project will be real- 
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Green for a four p.m. performance on Sept. 
28.

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Organizers look to grow Harvest Fair

AGAWAM - In an attempt to build on the success of past 
events, the Agawam Rotary Club is trying out an expanded 
Harvest Fair this year with more vendors, more to do, and 
“something for everyone.” This year’s event will be held on 
Saturday, Oct. 22 from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on the Veterans’ 
Green in front of Phelps School. 

Rotarian George Bitzas is leading a committee of seven 
other Rotarians in an effort to create a yearly “community” 
event he hopes will expand enough to be held at School Street 
Park next year. This year will be a big test for the event. 

“The Rotary Club is looking to provide a nice event for the 
community to come up and enjoy,” said Bitzas. “We want 
to see families bring their children and come out and have a 
good time.” 

To attract the younger crowds, there will be a bounce house 
for children, which will be donated by Mercier Carpets. 
There will also be pumpkin painting available. Bitzas said 
pumpkins can be purchased at the fair or even be brought to 
the event. Painting and decorating of the pumpkins can be 
done at no charge. 

Children can also have their face painted for free by stu- 
dent artists from Agawam High School. 

Among the more than 25 vendors that have already been 
confirmed for the event, significantly more than in past years, 
will be crafters. Some may have interactive crafts while oth- 
ers will be selling fall-related crafts for home decoration. 
The crafters have been a part of the fair in the past, Bitzas 
said. 

New to the fair this year will be an antique car show, held 
the entire day during the fair. Residents should know a por- 
tion of School Street will be closed due to the car show. 
The closure is similar to what residents experience during 
the Summer Concert Series. There will be voting and prizes 
given out for the car show though no details were released on 
what criteria the cars will be judged. 

There more than 20 cars expected to be shown at the event, 
said Bitzas, adding some much older models are going to be 
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available for viewing, including a 1930 Rolls Royce. Many 
of the cars being shown come from local vintage car owners 
from Agawam and surrounding communities. 

In addition to the activities and car show, there will be 
two musical performances and a cheerleading routine dur- 
ing that day. At noon, the Truck Stop Troubadours will sing 
live music for the crowd, followed at 1:15 p.m. with a per- 
formance from the 75-person Agawam High School band, 
which is known for its halftime performances at home foot- 
ball games. The Agawam High School cheerleaders will fol- 
low at 2 p.m. 

The Agawam Lions Club will provide fried dough and 
there will be concessions for hamburgers, hot dogs, and spe- 
cialty sandwiches. 

Bitzas said a big chunk of the fair is being made possible 
by Easthampton Savings Bank, which made a $1,500 dona- 
tion to the Rotary Club to keep its operational costs down. 

Bitzas also recognizes the Rotarians helping to make the 
event possible: Robert Magovern, Susanne Devillier, Earl 
Eisenbach, Alyssa Bys, Dave DeLancey, Maxine Illing- 
sworth, and Kelly Zeppa. 

Prior to this year, the event was much smaller with fewer 
vendors, no live music or performances, and very little for 
children.

Trust in government 
predicated on access

he walls Beacon Hill has erected between 
itself and those it governs have taken on 
two dramatically different faces. 

Outside, they show decades’ of wear at 
the hands of those fighting for better access 
to their government. Inside, they’re increas- 
ingly pocked with a taint that thrives in the 
absence of light. That taint, most recently 
seen in a disturbing chain of high-profile cor- 
ruption cases, suggests any benefits such bar- 
riers provide to the efficiency of lawmaking 
are grievously undermined by the efficiencies 
they also provide to those more interested in 
lawbreaking. 

The felony convictions of three successive 
House speakers — and a Probation Depart- 
ment scandal that threatens to reach into ev- 
ery corner of public service — clearly indicate 
state transparency laws are in dire need of 
improvement. 

Central to that effort is eliminating exemp- 
tions that free the governor’s office, Legisla- 
ture and judiciary from having to live by the 
meeting and records laws that apply to every 
other public office in this state. Just as impor- 
tant is making it easier and more affordable 
for people to take advantage of the access al- 
ready protected by a law that predates e-mail 
and the Internet. It’s an area where minor 
advances have been made but substantive re- 
form has been routinely killed or ignored. 

Given recent scandals and polls showing a 
deep and growing distrust in government, we 
hope this year is different. That notion will 
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soon be tested on several fronts as lawmak- 
ers consider a number of initiatives. 

One bill seeks to reduce the cost of obtain- 
ing records, requiring state agencies to make 
commonly sought public documents avail- 
able electronically. It would also cut admin- 
istrative costs and processing time associated 
with such records requests. 

Another would strengthen the enforce- 
ment and investigatory powers of the Super- 
visor of Public Records. 

A third would assess penalties against 
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lawmakers who purposely skirt access laws 
and would cover the legal fees of those who 
successfully challenge them. And several 
seek to breach that battered and stained wall 
around Beacon Hill, subjecting the Legisla- 
ture to the state’s Open Meeting Law. 
Critics of the measures have focused on the 
financial and manpower burdens they impose 
on records keepers. Yet this push for more 
easily accessible records, already successfully 
implemented in other states, holds the prom- 
ise of reducing those burdens. House Speaker

Sportsman’s Club 
property debate 


To the editor: 


Two weeks ago council member Robert 
Magovern mentioned my name during the 
council meeting concerning the Agawam 
Sportsman’s Club property. I must respond to 
those comments and let the public know the 
facts. When in 2005 I voted as a member of 
the Agawam Conservation Committee not to 
accept the first right of refusal option by the 
town, I realized that the town would have to 
buy the property, which had an estimated cost 
of $290,000 plus an estimated cost for the 
cleanup of over $500,000 dollars. Actually 
EPA ‘s cost became $817,000 of taxpayers’ 
money to clean up both the Sportsman’s Club 
and the adjacent School Street Park property. 
One does not have to be fiscally conservative 
to realize that the town should not buy the 
property at that time. That was my position 
when I voted at that time as a member of the 
Agawam Conservation Commission not to 
buy the property. 

The second comment made by Councilor 


Robert Magovern stated that Chris Sparks, 
Park and Rec Director, had written that there 
was a large wetland between the Sportsman’s 
Club property and School Street Park. The 
town of Agawam had a certified wetland 
specialist map the School Street Park prop- 
erty. The Agawam Conservation Committee 
members went on site to verify and approve 
the wetland boundaries. The wetland between 
the Sportsman’s Cub property and the School 
Street Park is only 25 feet wide, which could 
easily be crossed to access the School Street 
Park. This map is available at the Town Hall. 

Two years ago the EPA labeled the Sports- 
man’s Club property along with the adjacent 
School Street property a health hazard to the 
neighborhood. Most of the contamination 
was on the town of Agawam property. 

At the time EPA completed the brownfield 
cleanup, then Mayor Dawson was communi- 
cating with EPA for the town of Agawam to 
buy the property. This stopped when she was 
not re-elected. Both Mayor Richard Cohen and 
Vincent Gioscia of the Law Department said 
they would continue the communication with 
EPA regarding having the town of Agawam 
purchase the Sportsman’s Club property. 

Chris Sparks and Mayor Cohen requested 
and received funds from Agawam’s CPA to 
have conceptual plans prepared for the last 
phase of School Street Park with and with- 
out the Sportsman’s Club property. Plans are 
available in the Town Hall. 

I believe that since the taxpayers of Aga- 
wam and the taxpayers of the United States 
have paid for the cleanup, we should have the 
right to buy the property for a reasonable price 
and convert it into a park for the citizens to 
enjoy now and in the future.

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Report sparks debate over 
special ed funding

The Agawam School Committee may seek to change how 
money is distributed to special education students who trans- 
fer from one school district into another. 

A discussion at the Sept. 27 meeting over the rising costs 
for special education students prompted Vice Chairman 
Anthony Bonavita to raise the idea of seeking a legislative 
change as a way of providing some financial relief for the 
school budget. 

Bonavita recommended that the committee look into 
meeting with State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
and State Sen. James Welch, D-West Springfield, to discuss 
drafting and introducing a bill on revising special education 
funding. 

Committee member Linda Galarneau initially raised the 
issue of adequate funding for special education students as 
well as for their materials and supplies during the current 
school year. She said her concerns were sparked by an up- 
date report on special education written by April Rist, the 
school department’s director of special services, distributed 
to the committee that evening. 

In her report, prepared in mid-September, Rist stated that 
a significant number of students had moved into town since 
the end of school last June. She indicated that many of these 
youngsters have disabilities and added that the additional 
students are “taxing our limited resources.” 

Galarneau said the potential shortfall of funds because 
of an increase in special education students would have af- 
fected how she voted on rescinding new sports fees for high 
school students. 

The committee unanimously voted on Sept. 13 to approve 
a supplemental school budget that will transfer $97,000 
from $200,000 in additional and unanticipated state aid to 
replace money that would have been generated by the new 
student sports fees and a higher parking fee for high school 
students. 

Galarneau argued that the committee was aware when it 
voted on the $97,000 supplemental budget of a possible in- 
flux of special education students that probably would re- 
quire extra funding. She said the previous director of special 
services also indicated that more special education students 
were likely this year when he made a presentation to the 
committee last June. 

Had the new information in Rist’s report been provided 
to the committee sooner, Galarneau said she would not have 
voted to support using the $97,000 to eliminate the sports 
fees.

“Tt would not have been a popular thing to do, but it would 
have been the right thing to do,” she said. 

The vote was taken at the Sept. 13 meeting and the city 
council voted to approve the transfer at its Sept. 19 meeting. 
Had they rejected it, it’s likely the fees would have had to be 
reinstated. 

The cost of special education services in Massachusetts is 
generally the responsibility of the district where the student 
resides. However, there is a provision called the “move-in” 
law that applies to students who move from one Massachu- 
setts town to another during the course of the year. The fiscal 
responsibility for these students — particularly those stu- 
dents with special needs who must attend a private or spe- 
cialized school — remains with their prior district until the 
end of the fiscal year. 

In addition, if the move takes place between April 1 and 
June 30, the fiscal responsibility remains with the prior dis- 
trict for not only the current year but the following fiscal year 
as well. 

School Finance Director Patricia Cavanaugh explained 
that because of the state’s ““move-in” law the $97,000 should 
be enough to cover the costs associated with the influx of 
new special education students. 

She added that some of the new students had been dis- 
placed by the June 1 tornado and came to live with relatives 
in Agawam until they find another place to live. 

Cavanaugh and Interim Superintendent William Sapelli 
added that because the “money does not follow the child” 
for special education students who move into a district dur- 
ing the summer, projecting the actual number of students for 
budget purposes is “a moving target.” 

Bonavita told the committee the issue is not the budget but 
how the money comes into the district for special education. 
“We should be contacting our legislators and asking them to 
support legislation to allow money to follow special educa- 
tion students to the district,’ said Bonavita. 

“The biggest impact on our budget appears to be special 
education costs — especially the last minute move-ins,” he 
added. 

Galareau said needing extra funds for special education is 
nothing new for the town. “Last fiscal year we had a shortfall 
of $298,000. Because of this we had to freeze the building- 
based budget to make up for the shortfall.”

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Senior needs in spotlight this fall

AGAWAM — Friends of the Agawam Se- 
nior Center President J. Emile Coté knows 
first hand the needs of the senior citizens 
in town and the generosity of the residents 
here, who throughout the years have donated 
thousands of dollars towards the Friends’ ef- 
forts to assist the senior center. 

Coté, who raised $250,000 in roughly six 
years for furniture for the new senior center 
building on Main Street, also helped to raise 
money for the purchase of a 2010 Ford Tran- 
sit Connect XLT van last year. That vehicle 
was brought to town thanks to a generous 
donation of $20,000 left by former Friends 
vice president Paulene Paquette in her will 
and a $3,000 contribution from the Friends. 

That vehicle took to the road in mid-2010 
and has seating for five including the driver. 
It averages about 30 miles-per-gallon of gas 
compared to the 2000 Econoline 350 bus, 
which seats 14 people. 

According to senior center Director Joan 
Linnehan, the bus is “pretty worn,’ and rat- 
tles after 11 years of wear and tear. 

“T drive the bus, I know it needs a lot of 
noice,’ Coté said, adding, “It makes a lot of 
noise. I don’t think it’s safe”. We were trying 
to get it fixed, but the Department of Public 
Works said don’t bother; it’s rusted under- 
neath and cheaper to get a new one.” 

His research into a new 12-passenger bus, 
outfitted with a lift for handicap wheelchairs, 
seatbelts, air conditioning and electrical 
components, has led him to one of two op- 
tions: an Elkhart Coach EC-II or StarTrans 
Senator. 

But at $60,000, the new bus is roughly 
triple the cost of the recent van purchase, 
which means the Friends are kicking their 
fundraising efforts into high gear. 

Already, Coté has helped to raise $3,000 
for the van, thanks to a letter campaign he

started in August. That letter (which appears 
in our Letters to the Editor section this week) 
was sent to businesses and taxpayers in Aga- 
wam. 

In addition, Coté has scheduled a num- 
ber of fundraising activities over the next 
few months to help the Friends reach their 
$60,000 goal. All the money raised at those 
events will go towards the purchase of the 
new bus, he said. 

The first event will be an apple pie sale 
later this month. On Saturday, Oct. 22 during 
the town’s Harvest Festival, the group will 
be selling apple pies, prepared by senior cen- 
ter chef Carol Bernazki, for $12 for a whole 
pie or $2.50 a slice. 

The next event, a Fall Variety Fundraiser, 
will take place Oct. 28 featuring a raffle at 
the senior center with over 100 prizes to 
choose from. Raffle tickets are available 
six for $5 or $1 each and may be purchased 
at the senior center or through any Friends 
member. 

On Nov. 2, the Friends will host a rotini 
and meatball dinner at the center from 4:30 
to 6 p.m. Baked goods will be for sale at that 
time as well, he said. 

Also, starting Nov. 1, the Friends will take 
orders for Thanksgiving pies to be picked up 
by Nov. 23. Choose from French meat pies, 
apple pie and chocolate cream pie. 

And as the holiday season approaches, 
Coté said the Friends plan to host a craft fair 
at the senior center on Dec. 3 from 9 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. He said he hopes to have about 50 
vendors there with their crafts. Cost is $30 
for a 6-foot space (bring your own table) or 
$35 for six-foot space with table provided. 
Vendors are asked to provide a donation of a 
craft item for a raffle.

has lived in a number of other communities 
in the area. “This day is all about commu- 
nity pride. It’s important for the Big E to 
recognize its surrounding communities,’ he 
said. The Big E also holds special days for 
Chicopee, Springfield, West Springfield, 
and Westfield. 

The parade stepped off at five p.m. to 
make a loop around the 175-acre fair- 
ground. It headed up the Avenue of the 
States, snaked past the Mid- 
way, streamed along New 
England Avenue, and finally 
strutted down Hampden 
Avenue.

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The preliminary election will determine which two candi- 
dates will appear on the ballot for the general election, which 
is set for Nov. 8. 

Despite the importance of the preliminary election, Town 
Clerk Richard M. Theroux said based on the past, he does 
not expect a high turnout. He estimated only 15 percent of 
the town’s 17,892 registered voters would arrive at the polls. 

The last preliminary contest was held in 2009 when over 
half a dozen residents were running for the mayoral seat.

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Panthers rally to take down Brownies 


Game suspended for two days

AGAWAM -— One of the more stranger games in recent 
memory saw the Agawam football team blew a two-day old 
lead and result in a very tough 14-12 loss to Cathedral, which 
drops the Brownies to 0-4 on the regular season.

The lack of special teams plays allowed Cathedral to make 
a comeback during the fourth quarter, when the Panthers 
would score two touchdowns. On both plays, the Panthers 
got a point-after from Tim Day. Those two successful kicks 
made the ultimate difference in a game that was otherwise 
matched up evenly by both teams. 

Two days earlier, both teams played hard to a scoreless 
first quarter. Agawam began the second quarter deep in their 
own territory to start the second quarter. 

It was not until A. J. Efstratios ran for a long gain that 
Agawam started to gain some momentum. Efstratios run set 
up a decision to run Rigali to the far right to score the first 
touchdown of the game.
